ton text'ile! industry shall have* a 
^'competitive position with the con- 
fidence that foreign imports will 
not disrupt their activities." 


The American industry has been 


demanding protection from com- 
peting imports and the U.S. Tar- 
iff Commission is holding hearings 
to decide whether an extra

cent duty should be imposed on 
cotton goods entering this country. 


The 19-nation agreement "reco- 


gnizes the need to take coopera- 
^iye and conslructive action with 
a view to the development of 
werld trade." However it also 
notes that in "some countries sit- 
uations have arisen which, in the 
view of Ihese countries, cause or 
threaten to cause 'disruption' of 
the- market for cotton textiles." 


Consequently it was agreed that
